vessels, $415J87,237. The value of sugar, 
w'bich has been largely brought from 
the West Indies in American vessels, 
carries the percentage of Imports In 
American vessels higher than that of 
the value of domestics exports.

Washington, Aug. 13.—Uniess the treas­ 
ury department can be brought to modi­ 
fy Its construction of the tariff law In 
respect to the duty on stone Imported 
for government use', one of he largest 
engineering works now In progress in 
this country, the construction of the Buf­ 
falo breakwater, will be brought to an 
absolute standstill. 
The war depart­ 
ment made a contract with Hughes 
Brothers A Bangs for the construction 
of this work, and under the contract the 
government was to take the stone from 
the Canadian quarries across the lake 
and lay it down at the breakwater. 
The treasury department had been first 
consulted and held that this could be 
done without Incurring any duty. Now. 
howes'er, Just as the work Is starting, 
the collector at Buffalo has notified the 
“War department officials that he must 
assess duty on the stone and refuse to 
admit it until the duty is paid. 


The difficulty is that tl)e engineers 
have no money to pay this duty, and so 
the work must stop unless the treasury 
omeials relent. The stoppage would in­ 
volve serious loss to the government, 
for the contractors w'ho have their la­ 
borers and plant on the iffound ready 
to carry out their contract might secure 
heavy damages for demurrage. General 
Wilson, chief of engineers, has referred 
the subject again to the treasury with 
several propositions to meet the case. 
It is estimated that the duties that 
the government must pay Itself on the 
stone would amount to between a quar> 
ter and a half of a million of dollars, 
according to the construction given to 
the tariff act by the treasury deimrt- 
ment.

Fred I. Snow, also known as Charles 
V. B. Scott) arrested here Wednesday 
niff hi on oomplaint of having stolen 
$600 worth of gooA» from his brother, 
Edf(ar G. Snowi and 9100 worth from 
Louise Clatison, of Providence, R. I., 
is still occupying a cell in the county 
j«il. 


A telegram from the Providence 
police department received here last 
night states that ofHcers have left" there 
for Benton Harbor to get Snow. They 
will arrive tomorrow morning. 
Snow 
has not decided whether or not he will 
return to Providence without a requi­ 
sition from Governor Pingree. 
If he 
insists on a requisition a week' will 
probably pass before he can be re* 
turned. 
It is thought that as he is 
charged with a felony no difficulty 
will arise in connection with procur­ 
ing the necessary papers from the 
governor. 


Snow was advised this morning that 
Providence officers were on their way 
here. The news did not disturb him. 
He seemed rather pleased over the fact 
for the reason, he said, that he would 
be able to convince them that they 
were on a wrone scent and would the 
sooner secure his release. He pretends 
to have implicit conftdence in his abil> 
ity to show the Providence detectives 
that they have caused the arrest of the 
wrong man. 


The pangs of hunger have driven 
Snow to regard the jail diet as being 
better than he at first believed ii was. 
He now eats the food set before him 
without any remonstrance 
No deli­ 
cacies have been brought to him from 
the outside and his rations are the 
same as go to the less aristocratic 
prisoners. He slept well last night and 
looked as fresh as a June rose this 
morning. He had a number of callers 
yesterday mostly including the officers 
of the Y. M. C. A. Secretary Arford 
of the association called on him this 
morning upon request from Soow. He 
had no particular request to make and 
the conversation took a general turn. 


The only property that Snow will 
take with him back to Providence will 
be the clothes he wears. The 
re­ 
mainder of hie property will be kept 
by the Y. M. C A. officers as security 
for a board bill of $15 which they paid 
for the young man. 
Snow has told a 
racy series of stories since hits iroublc 
began here, but in none of his explan­ 
ations does he attempt to account for 
the charges of larceny against him. 
He says that while his mother, who 
died a year ago, was living he received 
a monthly allowance from her of $100 
which enabled him to live as his fas> 
tidious tastes suggested, 
but upon 
her death this was withdrawn. 
Qe 
went 
to work for his uncle then 
and while thus employed got to specu* 
lating and misappropriated some of his 
uncle’s funds. 
His uncle, he said, had 
him arrested, but his father made the 
shortage good and he was not prose­ 
cuted. The fact that Snow did not 
disappear a week ago when he was ap­ 
prised that his crot^edness in the east 


been learned is accepted by many 
as indicating, that he was not conscious 
of having committed a great crime; 
and that he is not as .vile a criminal as 
the detectives’ advices Indicate.

tear up all of his plank walk and re­ 
place It with a cement walk it looks to 
a farmer like a foolish and oppressive 
law. When a new walk is needed it is 
well enough to req^ulre a stone or ce­ 
ment (or brick walk), but to allow a 
property owner on one street to repair 
and keep in good order his plank side­ 
walk until a new one is required, but 
refuse the same privilege to a property 
own<»r bn another street and say to the 
latter, “No repairs allowed! when your 
sidewalk needs a few new planks to 
make it good you shall not repair it, 
but you must tear it all up and put 
down a new one of cement or stone,” 
it seems unreasonable; and if I were a 
lawyer I think I should say that such a 
law is discriminating and will not “hold 
water.” The Are limits law is a good 
thing; but how would it do to f>ay tothe 
owner of a frame buildincr within the 
fire limits:“ No repairingl When your 
roof leaks vou must tear down your 
house and build of brick?”

They reason that the silver is­ 
sue will never be the feature of an­ 
other campaign and if it is they will 
promise to put their throats in condi- 
tson to swallow it. 


The gold democrats in their talk of 
harmony declare thatihey are willing 
to return on probation and for the 
present take the back seats in the 
councils of the party, but while doing 
this they demand that the Hon. Ro­ 
man I. Jarvis and his guard of confi­ 
dential followers be relegated to the 
rear. To this latter condition the more 
loyal of the silver men object. 
Last 
ear for the sake of the party Mr. 
arvis gave up his job as postmaster 
and the silver men will not listen to 
the turning of him down. 


It is the purpose of the gold demo­ 
crats to run the Hon. Thomas O’Hara, 
now a consul to a South American 
republic, for congress in this district 
next year. Mr. O^Hara has been away 
and he knows nothing about the terms 
“gold democrat” and “silver demo­ 
crat,” only what he may have read in 
the papers hundreds of miles away and 
from the reading he has not drunk in 
the intensity of their meaning. 


A few of the silver leader are ready 
for a reconciliation on almost any 
^rms, even to the far extent of promis­ 
ing not to support Mr. Jarvis for the 
nomination next year. Stalwart lead­ 
ers of the J. J. Miller and James Ma­ 
honey stamp, however, will not listen 
to any compromise or to anv deal 
looking toward the turning down of 
any man who made sacrifices for the 
regular ticket last year. They believe 
that Mr. Jarvis should be rewarded 
and that the men who defeated their 
own party ticket should not now be 
allowed to dictate any nomination. 


Already plans are being laid for a 
hot democratic county convention next 
year.

Rockwell in which he bolted the Chi­ 
cago ticket and this will be read in the 
convention. 
The doctor also wrote 
many personal letters to democrats 
asking them to bolt Bryan and give 
free silver a black eye. 
Several of 
these letters are in the hands of ardent 
silver men and they will also be read 
in the convention for the purpose of 
proving that Dr. Rockwell must not 
so soon be trusted with the affairs of 
the party he was so largely instru­ 
mental in bringing to slaughter. 


A lively time in the democratic camp 
is promised and it looks now as though 
the gold democrats would

through another campaign in the role 
of assistant republicans. 


It is possible that the two factions 
will come to an agreement in the next 
eight months and if so Dr. lii^kwell 
will be spared the pain of listening to

"A mile and a half from the Fountain 
HoteH and easily reached by bicycle, 
tourist waTOn, or by walking, lies a 
hidden bann full of nature's caprices. 
At the entrance, aa if on guard, stands 
the immaculate White Dome. Aione 
approaches, he almost expecte to be 
onallenged and asked for a countersign.

They 
advised the minera not to come to De­ 
catur, and told them th at any Indica­ 
tion of violence would be m et with 
prompt measures of repression.

Pincknesrvllle, Ills., Aug. 13.—The sit­ 
uation a t Duquoln assumed a new pose 
yesterday morning, and work In the 
mines has been practically suspended 
after four weeks of activity. Near two 
weeks ago, at a meeting of less than 
200 of the Duquoln men. It was de 
elded to strike, but as the main body 
of men had not attended the decision 
was almost without effect, and two or 
three days later all the men were a t 
work. Seemingly without organized ef 
fort, three fourths of the men did not 
go to work yesterday morning. A meet 
ing of the Duquoln men held last even 
ing and a committee was appointed to 
ascertain the desires of the men with 
regard to striking.

Pittsburg. ;Aug. 13.—“Government by 
Injunction” will have a very full trial 
In this strike diPtrlct within the next 
few days. 
De Armit has obtained a 
temporary restraining order from Judge 
Collier, In which the strikers are warned 
“off the earth’’ in the nleghborhood of 
the De Armlt mines, with, however, this 
Important quallfloatlon: “for the pur­ 
pose by Intimidation, menaces, threats 
and opprobious words of preventing the 
miners of the plaintiff from working.” 
The miners and their offlriala claim that 
they are keeping within the law and 
have the right to asHemble in peace and 
demonstrate to the world that they are 
being wronged by a rate of wages that 
keep.s them constantly at tha point of 
?tarvation; also that they have a right 
to use their presence 
and 
influence 
among the men 
who 
are 
militating 
agalnat their intere.sts by continuing at 
work. 
The New York and Cleveland 
rias Cqal company, on the other hand, 
asgert that tl»e marches and assemblages 
are unlawful and a menace to their em­ 
ployes, many of whom, they say, are 
willing to work provided the strikers re­ 
main away. 


If the strikers continue their marches^ 
as they now say they will In defiance of 
the Injunction, capiases will be Issued 
for the offenders on the charge of con­ 
tempt of court. 
Should the injunction 
be enforced, the strikers’ camps around 
the De Armit mines will soon be extlnc^. 
The avowed intention of the strikers to 
march despite the injunction is expected 
to result in bloodshed, or the filling of 
the county prisons with arrested miners. 
The Injunction was read to President 
Dolan by a deputy yesterday afternoon 
at miners’ headquarters. Dolan, who was 
writing at the time, scarcely stopped his 
work for more than a second, and when 
the reading was finished acknowledged 
it by merely saylngr “Thank you/' He 
says the Injunction will not change the 
miners' campaign in the least.

Qranulated sugar 
is of the same oonpoÉitioB, as far as 
saecharine qualities are oonoemed, as 
loaf, out loaf oube and crushed and 
differs from them only in that Its crys­ 
tals do not coheia. Thia is beeause It is 
eoBstantly stirred during tha pwosas of 
c^rstalliaation. The lighter brown sug­ 
ars last» sweeter than the white, for 
the reason that there is some molasses 
in them. Housekeepm have dlllloalty 
these days in finding ooarse, dark sug­ 
ars^ whleh an always preferrod fOr uss 
In pitting up sweet pickles, making 
aahss and similar uses. As they cannot 
get brawn sugar any more, It may be 
well for them to remember that they 
can simulate brown sugar by adding a 
teaspoonful of molasses to each quarter 
of a ponnd of the whita granulated sug­ 
ar. This combination does as well in 
all household' recipes that call for 
brown sugar as the article itself, and 
besides it saves them a great deal of 
hunting for brown sngar, which, as 
said before, has disappeared from the 
market. * *—Eastport SentineL
